Bani'S

Funeral

It  was  a  funeral  service 
conducted  without  a  body, 
but  that  was  Bani.  She 
was  different.  Even  in 
death. 

Last  Sunday,  after  her  body 
has  been  cremated,  a  memo- 
rial service  was  held  at  Jud- 
son Memorial  Church  were 
the  high  and  the  humble,  the 
rich  and  the  poor  gathered 
some  400  strong  to  pay  trib- 
ute to  the  young  woman  who 
loved  life,  loved  to  live,  and 
loved  people.
